But deliberations on the size of 
the new high school, if they do 
arise, will be only a small part of 
the new committee’s function. 

Miss Greeley, obviously an- 
xious to avoid having the com- 
mittee uninformed about school 
needs, intends that the sub-com- 
mittee shall provide sufficient in- 
formation to back up any recom- 
mendations the school committee 
may make. Secretary William Doh- 
erty, Albert Cole Jr. and Roy Rus- 
sell are its members.
